At the last regular mneting of the

already been fait. 


Tho rent ot the building has been paid 


in full up to the 20ih of March, next. 
The outlay for fnrgical appliances in- 
cludes D Oroaby patent bed, an operating 
chair and other articles necessary in this 
department. Among the outlays nnder 
the head of miscellaneous is tbe cost o; 
a capacious cesspool and of atom doors 
—the former costing ?42.11 and tho lat 
ter 311,38. In fact the hospital has all 
the necessary resources of a first-clasn 
institution, and all the desirable conven- 
iences, such as artesian water, gas, tele- 
phone, steam heating and good drainage 
have been provided.

foregoing figures, there have be.n.maLy 
contributions of supplies of all kinds 
furnished by the residents of the ci'7.
